Be it enacted by Parliament in the Thirty-eighth Year of the 
Republic of India as follows: — 


PART I 

PRELIMINARY 

1. This Act may be called the Goa, Daman and Diu Reorganisation short 
Act, 1987. title. 

2. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires,— Defini¬ 

tions. 

(a) “Administrator” meang the administrator appointed by the 
President under article 239; 

(b) “appointed day’’ means the day which the Central Govern¬ 
ment may, by notification, appoint; 

(c) “article” means an article of the Constitution; 
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(d) “assembly constituency” and “parliamentary constituency” 
have the same meanings as in the Representation of the People Act, 
1950; 

( e ) “Election Commission” means the Election Commission 
appointed by the President under article 324; 

(f) “existing Union territory” means the Union territory of Goa, 
Daman and Diu as existing immediately before the. appointed day; 

( g) “law” includes any enactment, ordinance, regulation, order, 
bye-law, rule, scheme, notification or other instrument having, 
immediately before the appointed day, the force of law in the 
whole or any part of the existing Union territory; 

(h) “notification” means a notification published in the Official 
Gazette; 

(i) “population ratio”, in relation to the State of Goa and the 
Union, means the ratio of 42:3.25; 

(j) “sitting member”, in relation to the House of the People 
or of the Legislative Assembly of the existing Union territory, 
means a person who, immediately before the appointed day, is a 
member of that House or that Assembly; 

(k) “treasury” includes a sub-treasury. 

PART II 

Reorganisation of the Union territory of Goa, Daman and Diu 

3- On and from the appointed day, there shall be formed a new State 
to be known as the State of Goa comprising the territories which imme¬ 
diately before that day were comprised In the Goa district of the 
existing Union territory.

(a) publish Its proposals for the delimitation of constituencies 
together with the dissenting proposals, if any, of any associate 
member who desires publication thereof, in the Official Gazette and 
in such other manner as the Commission may consider fit, together 
with a notice inviting objections and suggestions in relation to the 
proposals and specifying a date on or after which the proposals will 
tie further considered by it;

(a) there shall be a common High Court for the States of 
Maharashtra and Goa, and for the Union territories of Dadra and 
Nagar Haveli, and Daman and Diu, to be called the High Court of 
Maharashtra and Goa (hereinafter referred to as the common High 
Court);

(3) On and from the appointed day, the common High Court shall 
have, in respect of the territories comprised in the States of Maharashtra 
and Goa and the Union territories of Dadra and Nagar Haveli and Daman 
and Diu, all such jurisdiction, powers and authority as, under the law 
in force immediately before the appointed day, are exercisable in respect 
of those territories by the High Court of Bombay.

(a) in the Advocates Act, 1961, in section 3, in sub-section 

(1), for clause (ccc) ) the following clause shall be substituted, 
namely: — 

“ (cec) for the States of Maharashtra and Goa and the Union 
territories of Dadra and Nagar Haveli and Daman and Diu, to 
be known as the Bar Council of Maharashtra and Goa;’’; 

(b) the Bar Council of Maharashtra shall be deemed to be the 
Bar Council of Maharashtra and Goa with the Advocate-General 
of the State of Goa also as an ex officio member. 

(2) Any person, who, immediately before the appointed day f is an 
advocate entitled to practise in the existing High Court shall be 
entitled to practise as an advocate in the common High Court. 

(3) All persons who, immediately before the appointed day, are

(4) The right of audience in the common High Court shall be regulat¬ 
ed in accordance with the like principles as, Immediately before the 
appointed day, are in force with respect to the right of audience in the 
existing High Court:

27. The law in force immediately before the appointed day relating 
to appeals to the Supreme Court from the existing High Court and the 
Judges and division courts thereof shall, with the necessary modifica¬ 
tions, apply in relation to the common High Court.

Authorisation of expenditure and distribution of revenues 

31. (1) The President may, at any time before the appointed day, 
authorise by order such expenditure from the Consolidated Fund of the 
State of Goa as he deems necessary for a period of not more than six 
months beginning with the appointed day, pending the sanction of such 
expenditure by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Goa: 

Provided that the Governor of Goa may, after the appointed day, 
authorise by order such further expenditure as he deems necessary 
from the Consolidated Fund of the State of Goa for any period not 
extending beyond the said period of six months.

(3) The President may, at any time, before or after 'the appointed 
day, authorise by order such expenditure from the Consolidated Fund 
of India as he deems necessary for a period of not more than six months 
beginning with the appointed day for the administration of the affairs 
of the Union territory of Daman and Diu pending the sanction of such 
expenditure by Parliament. 

32- (1) The reports of the Comptroller and Auditor-General of India 
referred to in section 49 of the Government of Union Territories Act, 
1983, relating to the accounts of the existing Union territory in respect 
of any period prior to the appointed day, shall be submitted to the 
Governor of the-State of Goa and the President who shall cause them 
to be laid before the Legislative Assembly of that State or the House 
of the People, as the case may be. 
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(2) The Governor may, by order,— 

(a) declare any expenditure incurred out of the Consolidated 
Fund of the existing Union territory on any service in respect of 
any period prior to the appointed day during the financial year 
1987-88 or in respect of any earlier financial year in excess of the 
amount granted for that service and for that year as disclosed in 
the report referred to in sub-section (I) to have been duly autho¬ 
rised; and 

(b) provide for any action to be taken on any matter arising 
out of the said reports. 

33. The President shall, by order, determine the grants-in-aid of the 
revenues of the State of Goa and the share of that State in the Union 
duties of excise, estate duty and taxes on income and for that purpose 
amend thereby the relevant provisions of the Additional Duties of 
Excise (Goods of Special Importance) Act, 1957. the Union Duties of 58 of 1957. 

Excise (Distribution) Act, 1979, the Estate Duty (Distribution) Act, 1902 24 of 1979 ‘ 
and the Constitution (Distribution of Revenues) Order, 1985 in such ° 
manner as he thinks fit. 
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PART VI 

Assets and liabilities 

34. In this Part “Union purposes” means the purposes of Government 
relatable to any of the matters mentioned in List I in the Seventh 
Schedule to the Constitution. 

35. (1) Subject to the other provisions of this Part, all land and all 
stores, articles and other goods held immediately before the 
appointed day, by the Union for the purposes of the governance of the 
existing Union territory, shall on and from that day, pass to the State of 
Goa, unless any such land, stores, articles or goods are situate in the 
districts of Daman and Diu of the existing Union territory or are held 
for Union purposes: 

Provided that where the Central Government is of the opinion that 
any goods or class of goods should be distributed otherwise than accord¬ 
ing to the situation of the goods, the Central Government may issue 
such directions as it thinks fit for a just and equitable distribution of the 
goods. 

(2) The stores held for specific purposes, such as use or utilisation 
in particular institutions, workshops or undertakings or on particular 
works under construction, shall be retained by the Union if such institu¬ 
tion, workshop, undertaking or work is situated in the districts of Daman 
and Diu of the existing Union territory. 

(3) In this section, the expression "land” includes immovable pro¬ 
perty of every kind and any rights in or over such property. 

36. The total of the cash balances in all treasuries, the Reserve 
Bank of India, the State Bank of India and any nationalised bank, of 
the existing Union territory immediately before the appointed day shall 
be divided between the State of Goa and the Union according to the 
population ratio: 

Provided that for the purposes of such division, there shall be no 
transfer of cash balances from any treasury to any other treasury and 
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the apportionment shall be effected by adjusting the balances in the books 
of the Reserve Bank of India. 

Explanation.—In this section,, “balance” includes a debit balance. 

37. (I) The right to recover arrears of any tax or duty (including Airema 
arrears of land revenue) on any property situated in the district of Goa of taxes, 
of the existing Union territory shall belong to the State of Goa. 

(2) The right to recover arrears of any tax or duty, other than a 
tax or duty specified in sub-section (1), shall belong to the State of Goa 
if the place of assessment of that tax or duty is included in the district 
of Goa of the existing Union territory. 

38- The right to recover any loans or advances made by the Union 
before the appointed day to any local body, society, agriculturist or other 
person in the district of Goa of the existing Union territory shall belong 
to the State of Goa: 

Provided that the right to recover loans or advances of pay and 
travelling allowance to a Government servant made before the appoin¬ 
ted day by the Administrator shall pass to the State of Goa if such Gov¬ 
ernment servant is allotted to that State. 
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39. Where any body corporate constituted under a Central Act or a 
State Act for the existing Union territory, or any part there¬ 
of, has, by virtue of the provisions of Part II, become an inter-State body 
corporate, the investments in, or loans or 'advances to, any such body by 
the Union made before the appointed day shall be divided between the 
State of Goa and the Union in such manner as may be agreed between 
them before the expiration of one year from the appointed day, or in 
default of such agreement in such manner as the Central Government 
may, by order, direct. 

40. The assets and liabilities relating to any commercial undertaking 
of the existing Union territory shall— 

(a) if the undertaking is located in the district of Goa of the 
existing Union territory, pass to the State of Goa; 

(b) if the undertaking is located in the district of Goa, as 
well as the districts of Daman and Diu, of the existing Union territory, 
he divided in such manner as may be agreed upon between the 
State of Goa and the Union before the expiration of one year from 
the appointed day, or in default of such agreement, as the Central 
Government may, by order, direct. 

41. The liability of the Union to refund— 

(a) any tax or duty on property, including land revenue, col¬ 
lected in excess shall go to the State of Goa if the property is situat¬ 
ed in the district of Goa of the existing Union territory; 

(b) any other tax or duty collected in excess shall go to the 
State of Goa if the place of assessment of that tax or duty is included 
in the district of Goa of the existing Union territory. 
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42. The liability of the Union in respect of any civil deposit or local Certain 
fund shall, on and from the appointed day, be the liability of the State deposit*, 

of Goa, if the deposit has been made in the district of Goa of the exist¬ 
ing Union territory. 
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43. (I) The liability of the Union in respect of the provident fund 
account of a Government servant employed in connection with the 
administration of the existing Union territory and in service on the 
appointed day shall, on and from that day, be the liability of the State 
of Goa if that Government servant is permanently allotted to that State. 

(2) The liability of the Union in respect of the provident fund 
account of a Government servant employed in connection with the 
administration of the existing Union territory who has retired from 
service before the appointed day shall be the liability of the State of 
Goa in the first instance and shall be adjusted between the State of Goa 
and the Union according to the population ratio. 

44, ( 1 ) Subject to the adjustments mentioned in sub-section (4), the 
State of Goa shall, in respect of pensions granted before the appointed 
day by the Administrator, pay the pensions drawn in the treasuries in 

'the Goa district of the existing Union territory. 

(2) Subject to ihe adjustments mentioned in sub-section (4), the 
liability in respect of pensions of Government servants employed in 
connection with the affairs of the existing Union territory who retire or 
proceed on leave preparatory to retirement before the appointed day, 
but whose claims for pensions are outstanding immediately before that 
day, shall be the liability of the State of Goa. 

(3) The liability of the Union in respect of pensions granted before 
the appointed day by the Administrator and drawn in any treasury out¬ 
side the existing Union territory shall be the liability of the State of 
Goa subject to adjustments to be made in accordance with sub-section 

(4), as if such pensions had been drawn in the treasuries referred to in 
sub-section (7). 

(4) In respect of the period commencing on the appointed day and 
ending on the 31st day of March, 1988, and in respect of each subsequent 
financial year, the total payments made by the State of Goa in respect 
of pensions referred 1 o in sub-section (1) and sub-section (2) shall be 
apportioned between the State of Goa and the Union in the population 
ratio- 

(5) The liability in respect of the pension of any Government ser¬ 
vant employed immediately before the appointed day in connection with 
the affairs of the existing Union territory and retiring on or after that 
day, shall be that of the State of Goa or the Union, as the case may be, 
but the portion of the pension in respect of the period of service of any 
such Government servant before the appointed day shall be apportioned 
between the two State of Goa and the Union in the population ratio. 

(6) Any reference in this section to a pension shall be construed as 
including a reference to the commuted value of the pension. 

45. (I) Where before the appointed day, the Union has made any 
contract in the exercise of its executive power for any purposes of the 
existing Union territory that contract shall be deemed to have been 
made in the exercise of the executive power of the State of Goa,— 

(a) if the purposes of the contract are, on and from the appoint¬ 
ed day, exclusively purposes of that State; and 
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(b) if, the purposes of the contract are on and from that day, 
not exclusively purposes of any area in the districts of Daman and 
Diu of the existing Union territory; 

and all rights and liabilities which have accrued, or may accrue, under 
any such contract shall, to the extent to which they would have been 
rights or liabilities of the Union, be rights or liabilities of the State of 
Goa: 

Provided that in any such case as is referred to in clause (b), the initial 
allocation of rights and liabilities made by this sub-section shall be sub¬ 
ject to such financial adjustments as may be agreed upon between the 
State of Goa and the Union or in default of such agreement, as the 
Central Government may, by order, direct. 

(2) For the purposes of this section, there shall be deemed to be 
included in the liabililies which have accrued or may accrue under any 
contract— 

(a) any liability to satisfy an order or award made by any 
court or other tribunal in proceedings relating to the contract; and 

(b) any liability in respect of expenses incurred in, or in con¬ 
nection with, any such proceedings. 

(3) This section shall have effect subject to the other provisions 
of this Part relating to the apportionment of liabilities in respect of loans, 
guarantees and other financial obligations. 

4ft. Where, immediately before |the appointed day, the Union in 
connection with the governance of the existing Union territory is subject 
to any liability in respect of an actionable wrong, other than breach of 
contract, that liability shall,— 

(a) If the cause of action arose wholly within the district of 
Goa of the existing Union territory, be a liability of the State of 
Goa; and 

(b) in any other case, be initially a liability of the State of Goa 
but subject to such financial adjustments as may be agreed upon 
between the State of Goa and the Union, or in default of such agree¬ 
ment, as the Central Government may, by order, direct. 

47. Where, immediately before the appointed day, the Union in con¬ 
nection with the governance of the existing Union territory is liable as 
guarantor in respect of any liability of a registered co-operative society 
or other person, that liability of the Union shall be a liability of the State 
of Goa— 

(a) if the area of the operations of such society or person is 
limited to the territories in the district of Goa of the existing Union 
territory; and 

(b) if the area of the operations of such society or person extends 
to the whole of the existing Union territory: 

Provided that in any such case as is referred to in clause (b), the 
initial allocation of liabilities under this section shall be subject to such 
financial adjustments as may be agreed upon between the State of Goa' 
and the Union or in default of such agreement, as the Central Govern¬ 
ment m ay, by order, direct. 
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48. If any item in suspense is ultimately found to affect an asset or 
liability of the nature referred to in any of the foregoing provisions of this 
Part, it shall be dealt with in accordance with that provision. 

49. The benefit or burden of any assets or liabilities of the Union in 
connection with the governance of the existing Union territory not dealt 
with in the foregoing provisions of this Part shall be retained by the 
Union for the purposes of the governance of the Union territory of Daman 
and Diu. 

50. Where the State of Goa and the Union agree that the benefit or 
burden of any particular asset or liability should be apportioned between 
them in a manner other than that provided for in the foregoing provi¬ 
sions of this Part, then, notwithstanding anything contained therein, the 
benefit or burden of that asset or liability shall be apportioned in the 
manner agreed upon. 

51. Where, by virtue of any of the provisions of this Part, the 
Union becomes entitled to any property or obtains any benefits or the 
State of Goa becomes subject to any liability, and the Central Govern¬ 
ment is of opinion on a reference made within a period of three years 
from the appointed day by the State of Goa that it is just and equitable 
that that property or those benefits should be transferred to, or shared 
with, the State of Goa or that a contribution towards that liability 
should be made by the Union the said property or benefits shall be allo¬ 
cated in such manner, or the Union shall make to the State of Goa such 
contribution in respect thereof, as the Central Government may, after 
consultation with the Government of the State of Goa by order, 
determine, 


PART VII 

Provisions as to arrangements, corporations and inter-State 

AGREEMENTS 

52. Where any arrangement in regard to the supply of electric power 
or the supply of water for any area in the districts of Daman and Diu of 
the existing Union territory or in regard to the execution of any project 
for such supply from an area Included in the State of Goa by the provi¬ 
sions of Part II exists, such arrangement will be continued, unless termi¬ 
nated by agreement, between the State of Goa and the Union in accordance 
with such terms and conditions as may be mutually agreed upon by the 
State Government of Goa and the Union within, a period of one 
year from the appointed day, and, where no such agreement is arrived at 
within such period, the Central Government may give such directions as 
it deems fit to that State Government or the authority concerned for the 
continuance, so far as is practicable, of the previous arrangement. 

53. Notwithstanding anything contained in section 22 of the Banking 
Regulation Act, 1949, where by virtue of the provisions of Part II, a co- io 0 fi 94 ?. 
operative bank is newly formed or the appointed day or within three 

months thereof in the State of Goa or the Union territory of Daman 
and Diu, it may commence and conduct banking business without 
obtaining a licence under that section from the Reserve Bank of India, 
until it is granted such a licence or until it is informed by the Reserve 
Bank of India that such a licence cannot be granted tn it: 



4 of 1939. 
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Provided that such bank applies to the Reserve Bank of India for such 
a licence within a period of three months from the date of formation of 
the Bank. 

54. ( 1) Where any body corporate constituted under any Central Act, 
State Act or Provincial Act for the existing Union territory or any part 
thereof has, by virtue of the provisions of Part II, become an inter-State 
body corporate, then, the body corporate shall, on and from the appointed 
day, continue to function and operate in those areas in respect of which it 
was functioning and operating immediately before that day, subject to 
such directions as may from time to time be issued by the Central Gov¬ 
ernment until other provision is made by law in respect of the said body 
corporate. 

(2) Any direction issued by the Central Government under sub-section 
(1) in respect of any such body corporate may include a direction that any 
law by which the said body corporate is governed shall, in its application 
to that body corporate, have effect, subject to such exceptions and modi’ 
fications as may be specified in the direction. 

55. (1) Notwithstanding anything contained in section 63 of the Motor 
Vehicles Act, 1939, a permit granted in the existing Union territory shall, 
if such permit was immediately before the appointed day, valid and effec¬ 
tive in any area therein, be deemed to continue to be valid and effective 
in that area up to the 31st day of March, 1988, subject to the provisions of 
that Act as for the time being in force in that area and it shall not be 
necessary for any such permit to be countersigned by any State or 
Regional Transport Authority for the purpose of validating it for use in 
such area: 

Provided that the Central Government may, after consultation with 
the State Government of Goa add to, amend or vary the conditions atta¬ 
ched to the permit by the authority by which the permit was granted. 

(2) No toll, entrance fees or other charges of a like nature shall be 
levied for a period up to and inclusive of the 31st day of March, 1988, in 
respect of any transport vehicle for its operations in either t^e State of 
Goa or the Union territory of Daman and Diu under any such permit, 
if such vehicle was immediately before that day exempt from the pay¬ 
ment of any such toll, entrance fees or other charges for its operations 
within the existing Union territory: 

Provided that the Central Government may, after consultation with 
the State Government of Goa authorise the levy of any such toll, entrance 
fees or other charges, as the case may be. 

56. Where, by virtue of the provisions of Part II, any body corporate 
constituted under a Central Act, State Act or Provincial Act, any co-opera¬ 
tive society registered under any law relating to co-operative societies or 
any commercial or Industrial undertaking is reconstituted or reorganised 
In any manner whatsoever or is amalgamated with any other body cor¬ 
porate, co-operative society or undertaking, or is dissolved, and in conse¬ 
quence of such reconstitution, reorganisation, amalgamation or dissolution, 
any workman employed by such body corporate or any such co-operative 
society or undertaking, is transferred to, or re-employed by any other 
body corporate, or in any other co-operative society or undertaking, 
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then, notwithstanding anything contained in section 25F, section 2^FF 
or section 25FFF, of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947, such transfer dr 
re-employment shall not entitle him to any compensation under that 
section: 

Provided that— 

(a) the terms and conditions of service applicable to the workman 
after such transfer or re-employment are not less favourable to the 
workman than those applicable to him immediately before the transfer 
or re-employment; and 

(b) the employer in relation to the body corporate, the co-opera¬ 
tive society or the undertaking where the workman transferred or re¬ 
employed, is by agreement or otherwise, legally liable to pay to the 
workman, in the event of his retrenchment, compensation under sec¬ 
tion 25F, section 25FF or section 25FFF of the Industrial Disputes 
Act, 1947, on the basis that his service has been continuous and has 
not been Interrupted by the transfer or re-employment. 

57. Where the assets, rights and liabilities of any body corporate carry¬ 
ing on business are, under the provisions of this Part, transferred to any 
other Bodies corporate which after the transfer carry on the same business, 
the losses of profits or gains sustained by the body corporate first mention¬ 
ed which, but for such transfer, would have been allowed to be carried 
forward and set off in accordance with the provisions of Chapter VI of 
the Income-tax Act, 1961 shall be apportioned amongst the transferee 
bodies corporate in accordance with the rules to be made by the Central 
Government in this behalf and, upon such apportionment, the share of loss 
allotted to each transferee body corporate shall be dealt with in accordance 
with the provisions of Chapter VI of the said Act as if the transferee body 
corporate had itself sustained such loss in a business carried on by it in 
the years in which these losses were sustained. 

58. On and from the appointed day, fhe Government of Goa shall, in 
respect of the technical institutions located in the State of Goa continue 
to provide facilities to the persons resident in the territories comprising 
the Union territory of Daman and Diu which shall not in any respect be 
less favourable than those which were being provided to them immediate¬ 
ly before that day upon such terms and conditions (including those relat¬ 
ing to any contribution or payment to be made for the provisions of such 
facilities) as may be agreed upon between the State of Goa and the Union 
before the 1st day of April, 1988, or if no such agreement is reached by 
the said date, as may be fixed by the order of the Central Government. 

PART VIII 

Provisions as to sehvices 

59. (1) In this section, the expression “State Cadre”,— 

(a) in relation to the Indian Administrative Service, has the mean¬ 
ing assigned to it in the Indian Administrative Service (Cadre) Rules, 
1954; 

(b) In relation to the Indian Police Service, has the meaning 
assigned to it in the Indian Police Service (Cadre) Rules, 1954, and 
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(c) in relation lo the Indian Forest Service, has the meaning 
assigned to it in the Indian Forest Service (Cadre) Rules, 1966- 

(2) The strength and composition of the State Cadre of Goa shall, on 
and from the appointed day, be such as is determined by the Central Gov¬ 
ernment in consultation with the State Government. 

(3) The members of each of the said Services borne on the Union 
territories cadre immediately before the appointed day shall continue to 
be in the cadre of the same service of the Union territory in which they 
stand allocated before the appointed day. 

(4) Nothing in this section shall be deemed to affect the operation, on 
or after the appointed day, of the Alt India Services Act, 1951, or the 
rules rnade thereunder, in relation to the State cadres of the said sen.wos 
and in relation to the members of those services borne on the said cadres. 

60. (1) Every person employed in connection with the affairs of the 
Union territory or the State of Goa and serving, immediately before the 
appointed day, In the district of Goa of the existing Union territory shall, 
on and from that day,— 

(a) continue to serve in connection with the affairs of the State of 
Goa; and 

(b) be deemed to be provisionally allotted to serve in connection 
with the affairs of the said State; 

Provided that nothing in clause (b) shall apply to a person to whom 
the provisions of section 59 apply or to a person on deputation from .any 

State. 

(2) As soon as may be after the appointed day, the Central Govern¬ 
ment shall by general or special order, determine whether every person 
referred to in clause (b) of sub-section (I) shall be finally allotted for 
service in the State of Goa or under the Union in connection with the 
affairs of the Union territory of Daman and Diu and the date with effect 
from which such allotment shall take effect or be deemed to have taken 
effect. 

(3) Every person who is finally allotted under the provisions of sub¬ 
section (2) to the State of Goa or the Union shall, if he is not already 
serving therein or thereunder be made available for serving in that State 
or under the Union from such date as may be agreed upon between the 
State of Goa and the Union or in default of such agreement, as may be 
determined by the Central Government. 

(4) As soon as may be after the Central Government passes orders 
finally allotting an employee in terms of sub-section (2), the State of Goa 
or the Union shall take steps to integrate him into the services 
under its control in accordance with such special o r general orders oi 
instructions as may be issued by ibe Central Government from time to 
time In this behalf. 

(5) The Central Government may, by order establish one or more 
Advisory Committees for the purpose of assisting it in regard to— 

(a) the division of the services between the Stub of Goa and the 

Union; and 
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(6) the ensuring of fair and equitable treatment to all persons 

affected by the provisions of this section and the proper consideration 

of any representations made bv such persons: 

Provided that notwithstanding anything to the contrary contained in 
any law or rule for the time being in force, no representation shall lie 
against any order passed by the competent authority on matters arising 
out of the division and integration of services under this Act, on the expiry 
of three months from the date of publication or service, whichever is 
earlier, of such order: 

Provided further that, notwithstanding anything contained in the 
preceding proviso, the Central Government may suo moto or otherwise 
and for reasons to be recorded, reopen any matter and pass such orders 
thereon, as may appear to it to be appropriate if it is satisfied that it is 
necessary so to do, in order to prevent any miscarriage of justice to any 
affected employee. 

(6) Nothing in this section shall be deemed to affect, on or after the 
appointed day, the operation of the provisions of Chapter I of Part XIV 
of the Constitution in relation to the determination of the conditions 
of service of persons serving in connection with the affairs of the State 
of Goa or the Union: 

Provided that t(he conditions of service applicable immediately 
before th e appointed day to the case of any person referred to In sub¬ 
section ( 1 ) or sub-section (2) shall not be varied to his disadvantage 
except with the previous approval of the Central Government. 

(7) All service prior to the appointed day rendered by a person allotted 
under sub-section (2) in connection with the affairs of the existing Union 
territory shall for purposes of the rules regarding his conditions of service, 
be deemed to have been rendered in connection with the affairs of the 
State or the Union to which he is finally allotted. 

(8) The provisions of this section other than clause (a) of sub-section 
(1) shall not apply in relation to any person to whom the provisions of 
section 5® apply. 

61. Every person who immediately before the appointed day is holding 
or discharging the duties of any post or office in connection with the 
affairs of the existing Union territory shall continue to hold the same post 
or office and shall be deemed, on and from that day, to have been duly 
appointed on the same terms and conditions of appointment and on the 
same tenure to that post or office by the Government of, or the other 
appropriate authority, in the State of Goa or of the Union, as the case 
may be: 

Provided that nothing in this section shall be deemed to prevent a 
competent authority, on or after the appointed day, from passing in 
relation to such person, any order affecting his continuance in such post 
or office. 

62, The Central Government may give such directions to the State 
Government as may appear to it to be necessary for the purpose of giving 
effect to the foregoing provisions of this Part and the said Government 
shall comply with such directions.

Legal and miscellaneous provisions 

63. On and from the appointed day,— 

(a) in article 81, in clause (I), in sub-clause, (a), for the words 
“five hundred and twenty-five members’', the words “five hundred 
and thirty members” shall be substituted;

67. For the purpose of facilitating the application in relation to the 
State of Goa or the Union territory of Daman and Diu of any law made 
before the appointed day, the appropriate Government may, within two 
years from that day, by order, make such adaptations and modifications 

" of the law, whether by way of repeal or amendment, as may be necessary 
or expedient, and thereupon every such law shall have effect subject to 
the adaptations and modifications so made imtil altered, repealed or 
amended by a competent Legislature or other competent authority. 

Explanation .—In this section, the expression ‘‘appropriate Govern¬ 
ment” means, as respects any law relating to a matter enumerated In the 
Union List in th e Seventh Schedule to the Constitution, the Central Gov¬ 
ernment, and as respects any other law, 

(i) in its application to the Slate of Goa, the State Government, 
and 

(ii) in its application to the Union territory of Daman and Dlu, 
the Central Government, 

68. Notwithstanding that no provision or insufficient provision has 
been made under section 67 for the adaptation of a law made before the 
appointed day, any court, tribunal o r authority required or empowered 
to enforce such law may, for' the purpose of facilitating its application in 
relation to the State of Goa, or the Union territory of Daman and Diu 
construe the law in Such manner not affecting the substance as may be 
necessary or proper in regal'd to the matter before the court, tribunal or 
authority, as the case may be- 

60. Ail courts and tribunals and all authorities discharging lawful 
functions throughout the existing Union territory or any part thereof 
immediately before the appointed day shall unless their continuance Is 
inconsistent with the provisions of this Act or until other provision is 
made by a competent Legislature or other competent authority, continue 
tq exercise their respective functions, 

70. The provisions of this Act shall have effect notwithstanding any- 
ching inconsistent therewith contained in any other law. 
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71. (2) If any difficulty arises in giving effect to the provisions of this 
Act, the President may, by order, do anything not inconsistent with such 
provisions which appears to him to be necessary or expedient for the 
purpose of removing the difficulty: 

Provided that no such order shall be made after the expiry of three 
years from the appointed day. 

(2) Every order made under this section shall be laid before each 
House of Parliament. 

72. (1) The Central Government may ) by notification, make rules to 
give effect to the provisions of this Act. 

(2) Every rule made under this section shall be laid, as soon as may 
be after it is made, before each House of Parliament, while it is in session, 
for a total period of thirty days which may be comprised in one session 
or in two or more successive sessions, and if, before the expiry of the 
session immediately following the session or the successive sessions afore¬ 
said, both Houses agree in making any modification in the rule or both 
Houses agree that the rule should not be made, the rule shall thereafter 
have effect only in such modified form or be of no effect, as the case may 
be; so, however, that any such modification or annulment shall be without 
prejudice to the validity of anything previously done under that rule.

With a view to satisfying the desires and aspirations of the people 
of the Union territory of Goa, Daman and Diu, the Government have 
decided to undertake legislative measures to confer statehood on the 
Goa District of the Union territory and make' Daman and Diu a separate 
Union territory. This Bill is intended to give effect to this decision and 
will corne into force on a date to he notified by the Central Government. 
It seeks to form a new State of Goa comprising the Goa District of the 
Union territory and the new Union territory of Daman and Diu compris¬ 
ing the Daman and Diu Districts of the Union territory. It also seeks 
to make the necessary supplemental, incidental and consequential 
provisions.

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FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 

Clause 17 of the Bill seeks to empower the Election Commission of 
India to delimit the assembly constituencies of the new State of Goa. 
For this purpose, a non-recurring expenditure of about Rs. 50,000 will 
have to be incurred. This expenditure will be met from the Consolida¬ 
ted Fund of India. 

2. According to the Budget Estimates of the Union territory of Goa, 
Daman and Diu for the current vear, the domestic revenue receipts of 
the Union territory are Rs. 1.0072.60 lakhs while non-plan expenditure 
on revenue accounts is Rs. 1.7053.60 lakhs. The gap is met by the 
grants-ln-aid given by the Central Government. As a State, Goa will 
be entitled to a share in the income-tax and additional excise duties of 
the Central Government to the extent of about Rs. 80 crores. The 
new State’s shar e in the basic excise dutv of the Central Government 
will he determined bv the Finance Commission. Consequently, the 
State’s revenue would be augmented and non-plan revenue deficit re¬ 
duced correspondingly. In the past. Finance Commission has taken 
note of such deficits and recommended suitable grants-in-aid under article 
275 (1) of the Constitution. It is, therefore, proposed to provide for 
such quantum of grants-in-aid to the new State as may be considered 
necessary until the recommendations of the next Finance Commission 
become available, by suitably amending the provisions of the‘Constitu¬ 
tion (Distribution of Revenues’! Order, 1985 in exercise of the powers 
sought to be taken in clause 33 of the Bill. Such grants-in-ald are ex¬ 
pected to be about Rs. 34 crores in the current year and Rs. 20 crores In 
the next year. 

3. Clause 60 of the Bill seeks to empower the Central Government 
to establish one or more Advisory Committees for the purpose of assisting 
it in regard to the discharge of Its functions in relation to allocation of 
members of the services and the ensuring of fair and equitable treatment 
to all persons affected. Some expenditure not exceeding Rs. 20,000 
per annum for two or three years may have to be incurred out of the 
Consolidated Fund of India on account of travelling allowance of Mem¬ 
bers of the Committee. 
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MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 

Clause 33 of the. Bill empowers the President to determine by order 
the grants-in-aid to the new State of Goa and its share of Central taxes 
and amend for that purpose the relevant provisions of the Additional 
Duties of Excise (Goods of Special Important) Act, 1957, the Union 
Duties of Excise (Distribution) Act, 1979, the Estate Duty (Distribution) 
Act, 1962 and the Constitution (Distribution of Revenues) Order, 1985. 

2. Clause 67 provides for the adaptation of existing laws to facilitate 
their application to the new State. The power to adapt is being con¬ 
ferred on the Central Government in the case of laws relating to matters 
enumerated in the Union List in the Seventh Schedule to the Constitu¬ 
tion and on the Government of the new State in the case of all other laws. 

3. Clause 72 of the Bill empowers the Central Government to make 
rules to give effect to the provisions of the Bill when enacted. The 
rules, if any, will be confined to matters of procedure and other matters 
of minor detail relating to the enforcement of the various provisions in¬ 
cluded in the Bill. 

4. The various provisions afore-mentioned are modelled on identical 
or analogous provisions in the, States Reorganisation Acts passed by the 
Parliament earlier. Besides, they are mainly of a consequential nature 
or pertain to matters of detail and procedure. As such, the proposed 
delegation of legislative power is of a normal character.

(2) It shall come into force on such date as the Central Government 
may, by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint. 

2. After article 371H of the Constitution, the following article shall 
be inserted, namely: — 


“371-1. Notwithstanding anything in this Constitution, the 
Legislative Assembly of the State of Goa shall consist of not less 
than thirty members.'’.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

The Government, of India have proposed to constitute the territories 
comprised in the Goa District of the Union territory of Goa, Daman and 
Diu as the State of Goa and the territories comprised in the Daman and 
Din districts of that Union territory as a new Union territory of Daman 
and Diu. In this context, it is proposed that the Legislative Assembly 
of the new State of Goa shall consist of forty members. The, existing 
Legislative Assembly of the Union territory of Goa, Daman and Diu has 
thirty elected members and three nominated members. It is intended 
to make this Assembly with the exclusion of two members representing 
Daman and Diu Districts, the provisional Legislative Assembly for the 
new State of Goa until elections are held on the expiry of the five year 
term of the existing Assembly. It is therefore, proposed to provide 
that the Legislative Assembly of the new State of Goa shall consist of 
not less than thirty members. 

2. In order to give effect to the above proposal, it is necessary to 
make a special provision in the Constitution. This Bill accordingly 
seeks to amend the Constitution. A separate Bill for the re-organisation 
of the existing Union territory of Goa, Daman and Diu so as to form 
the new State of Goa is also being introduced.

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Bill No. 55 of 198? 

A BiU to amend the State of Arunachal Pradesh Act, 1988. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Thirty-eighth Year of the 
Republic of India as follows: — 

1. (1) This Act may be called the State of Arunachal Pradesh 
(Amendment) Act, 1987. 

(2) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 20th day of 
February, 1087. 


2. In section 11 of the State of Arunachal Pradesh Act, 1888,_ 

(a) in sub-section (1), for the words “which shall consist of 
members elected by the territorial constituencies of the Legislative 
Assembly of the existing Union territory of Arunachal Pra d e sh ”, the 
following shall be substituted, namely; — 

“which shall consist of— 

(a) members elected by the territorial constituencies 
of; and 
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the Legislative Assembly of the existing Union territory of 
Arunachal Pradesh”; 

(b) for sub-section (3), the following sub-section shall be subs¬ 
tituted, namely: — 

"(3) For so long as the provisional Legislative Assembly 
constituted under this section is in existence,— 

(a) it shall be deemed to be the Legislative Assembly 
of the State of Arunachal Pradesh duly constituted under 
the Constitution and shall be competent to discharge all the 
functions of a Legislative Assembly of a State under the 
Constitution; and 

(b) the members thereof, referred to in clause (a) of 
sub-section (1), shall be deemed to be the members of the 
Legislative Assembly of the State of Arunachal Pradesh 
duly elected under the Constitution.”. 
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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

In the Legislative Assembly of the erstwhile Union territory of Aru- 
nachal Pradesh, there were thirty elected members and three nominated 
members. Section 11 of the State of Arunachal Pradesh Act, 1986 pro¬ 
vides that on and from the appointed day and until the Legislative As¬ 
sembly of that State has been duly constituted and summoned to meet 
for the first session, there shall be a provisional Legislative Assembly 
which shall consist of members elected by the territorial constituencies 
of the Legislative Assembly of the existing Union territory of Arunachal 
Pradesh. It is proposed to provide in that section that the three nomina¬ 
ted members of the Legislative Assembly of the Union territory of 
Arunachal Pradesh will also continue as members in the provisional 
State Legislative Assemhlv on and from the appointed day. Opportunity 
is also proposed to be availed of to make a clarificatory amendment In 
that section to provide that the said elected members of the Legislative 
Assembly of the Union territorv of Arunachal Pradesh shall also be 
deemed to have been duly elected for the Legislative Assembly of the 
State of Arunachal Pradesh. 

2. This Bill seeks to achieve the above objects.
